Like any othor 
institutions, nonprofit organizations 
rango all tho way from excellent to 
deplorable A few aro rackots, cal- 
lously trading on human gonorosity, 
nnd some aro merely Irresponsible. 

The NIB cites oho national agency 
which, annually malls about 10 mil- 
lion fund-raising appeals, enclosing 
a small Item <j( merchandise with Its 
requests. It h* exaggerated Its ac- 
complishments una falsified Its fi- 
nancial roport to th%fpubllc, says tho 
bureau, to hide tho cost of fund rais- 
ing— 40 cents out of onch Jl contrlbut- 

Anothor agency malls up to 40 mil- 
lion letters a year, enclosing n small 
personal Item to exert psychological 
prossuro on tho potential donor. Out 
of each $1 it rocolves, approximately 
80 cents goos for tho cost of fund 
raising. 

The NIB rocommends" ono simple 
wlse-glvlng-rulo: "Soy "no" to nny 
organization thnt mails you an unor- 
dorcd Itom of merchandise,' such ns

Tills door, however, wn» ahat- 
torproof and resilient, and so 
the Individual did. .not become 
one or the 100,000 casualties a 
yonr of. gliiss doors and panels, 
llut why the thanks to EH Whit- 
ney?

sellers and Users. 

Adherence In voluntary. 
Stnndnrds do not have to be fol- 
lowed until they are written into 
law by a governmental unit, .but 
mavericks might hnvo n had 
time. Failure to observe the 
glass panel standards leaves' n 
manufacturer more liable to a 
legul suit * nnd n damaging 
award to nn Injured person, 
..... Tho present emphasis on con 
■!»4lUiMri r prntoctlon also is provld' 
- ing o spur to the establishment 
of stnndnrds, especially In re- 
gard to protection from acci- 
dents, In safety from the effects 
of drugs, and In providing Infor- 
mation about packaged prod- 
ucts. 

So many standards are now 
nutomallrtilly followed that 
modern industrial socioty tins o 
tendency to tnko them for grant- 
ed. But mass production, with- 
out-stnndnrds, could not exist, 

Tlie dimensions of electrical 
plugs and oiitlet.«i|ire_standnrd- 
lied, mennliiR that a to"nsler"*of 
lam"p~tiVlttitr by -oner manufactur- 
er will be able to draw electrici- 
ty from nutlets mndo by another 
-ninnuracturer. ■ 

In photography alone, about 
350 stnndnrds apply. Tfio 
amounts of packaged foods are 
standard lied, ns are Christmas 
treo lights, the size of bricks, 
the arrangement of koys on 
typewriters, tho safety require- 
ments of oil burners.
